The Nationalist Action League is the outgrowth of the 
Committee for Nationalist action, the organization headed by Mac- 
FARLAND, which came into boing just prior to the Republican National 
Convention in Philadelphia during June 1948* 

The Nationalist Action League was organized during the 
Democratic National Convention in July 1948, during which it lent 
active support to the Southern attempt to wrest control of the Party 
from "Conmmists and other foreign influences." At that time it schad- 
u^-ed meetings and managed "for the first time since Pearl Harbor to 
operate on the streets of Philadelphia a sound truck which took the 
message of Christian Nationalism to the general public." 

At the last meeting in July, it was proposed to establish 
the League as a permanent Nationalist organization, but concrete plans 
in this direction were postponed during the summer months* However, 
on October 29, 1948, preparations were made to begin the program "for 
dpvp.3ryvl.np a mass Nationalist following in Philadelphia and for using

the first major step to be taken, since the outbreak of World ^ar II, 
toward a unification of forces opoosin_ the drift toward Marxian, 
Socialism - the bridge to Soviet Bolshevism - in .'merica," 

The article continued by stating that details on the 
militant program to be carried, out by the Nationalist Action League are 
to be covered in a page which Common Sense will devote in each issue to 
its activities. 

It is further noted that the July 1, 1949 issue of the 
publication "Conmon Sense" carries ’-7, HENRY MacFARLAND, Jr. as tho 
Associate Editor of that publication.” ~ w "‘ 
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The following information was obtained from the June 15, 

1949 issue of Common Sense under the caption "Soviet Style Raid Fails to 
Stop Paper*" 

- 7 ^-^ "Acting under the power of a trick judgnent for $1700 
Hr. KOBEiT T.'VOiEIN, prominent Zionist leader of Linden, New Jersey, manu¬ 
factured' a surprise raid on June 17th upon the office of the Editor of 
Common Sense, The raid climaxed one phase of a three ^ear battle in which 
a combination of Canmunist, Zipnist and World Federationist forces have 
sought the paper’s destruction." McGINLEY when approached by arresting 
officers, pushed them aside, inasmuch as neither of them had divulged 
his identity. At that point, the editor was placed under arrest. A 
struggle thereupon developed in which the deputies attempted to prevent 
the editor of Common Sense from teaching a telephone. As a result, Mr- 
GINLEY, v«4ien taken to the police station, had swollen and bleeding wrists, 
resulting from the abuse of handcuffs 'with which he had for more than 
twenty minutes been pulled around. 

The following is taken from the July 1, 1949 issue of 
Common sense, under the caption "Records Restored; Zionists Challenged* 11 

According to McGINLEY, he assumed debts which had accumulated 
under a previous publisher of the paper and had made an effort to pay them.- 
During a legal transaction, McGINLEY made an effort to reduce the bill 
some $1200, the amount, according to the editor, with which he had been 
overcharged, and had arranged to pay the amount of $1500, which, according 
to him, was correct. McGINLEY indicated that itoms seized from his offices 
were not items of raonifcaiy value. He stated that ttese items were passed 
over but that the men were careful to take eight drawers of research informa¬ 
tion on more than 1,000 Canmunist fronts, which involved nuxy prominent 
Jewish leaders. He further indicated that card index files in cardboard 
boxes were taken from his office. 

In the same issue under the heading "Our Sincerest Thanks 
To Our Friends," the editor of Conrnon Sense indicated that the fight is 
not yet over as the case covering the amount in dispute will be called 
in September. According to this article, McGINLEY is presently out on 
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bail on an assault and battery charge, for supposedly beating up two or 
four plain clothes. Zionists, who walked into his office on June 17th.

Legislative activities 


The Informant produced a press release dated April 11, 

1949 and. also the April 15, 1949 edition of "National Progress" -which, 
in part revealed that the Nationalist Action EtiUgUii DraiP'U’TXTfe Fair 
Employment Practices Act in Pennsylvania as unconstitutional and a 
menace to America’s national defense in event of war. According to 
MacFAKLAND, Director of the League, the Fair Employment Practices 
Commission has no widespread support, but is merely a creature of the 
Communist Party of Pennsylvania and a handful of minority racial agitators. 

The League offers the following objections to the Fair 
Employment Practices Conmission:

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1. That it is an unconstitutional usurpation 
of the prerogatives of free enterprise to 
permit a state to fix policies of employment, 
dischargement and promotion* 

2* That FEPC is a Communist Party backed project. 

3. That its operation as called for in the bills 
asking its enactment follows the system of 

Bureaucratic rules, as found in the Soviet 
Union. 

4. That its establishment in Pennsylvania ’.vculd 

menace and result in serious racial conflicts 
in the event o^i|nression or other economic 
dislocation. 4-27-49, 6-7-49) 

The Nationalist Action League respects and promotes the 
true civil rights of all /mcrican citizens irrespective of race, creed 
or color* It opposes, howev.r, the attempts being made by aggressive groups 
of Jewish, negro and other minorities to demand under the guise cf civil 
rights, special privileges and favored treatment not accorded to all citizens. 

The League views with special alarm the development of 
racial voting blocs whose partisans carry on political activity not for 
American interest and the general welfare o^all, but for the legislation 
that causes benefits only to themselves. Jp 8-2-49) >b2/,b7£> 

The fallowing are the views of the League regarding 
socialized medicine* 

The Nationalist Action League believes that the socialized 
medicine plans offered are misleading in that they indicate that free 
medical services will be obtained by the under-privileged. According to 
the League, all bills thus far presented provide some method of compulsory 
cash deductions. The League further believes that under all bills thus 
far presented, those persons who would enjoy the benefits ox socialized 
medicine would be compelled to accept the services of physicians selected 
by a politically selected and directed bureaucracy created for the purpose. 

The League further indicates that such a bill would require doctors to be

on the right side of the political fence, anc' states that a doctor who 
refuses to enter the plan would be en-'angered by the politically appointed 
physicians placed in his community, According to the League, state or 
socialized medicine is from beginning to end a scheme of political compul¬ 
sion, and any plan which joins medicine with politics must be seen ns a 
menace to the ve™ lives of those who are supposedly to benefit by its 
provisions.

"In writing Congressman BUCKLEY, sponsor of the Bill, Mac- 
FARLAND, s tates: '"hen I first reviewed your Bill in my periodical some 
months ago, I explained its provisions and wont on to make the statement 
that, should it be passed into law, I should consider it my -hity to commit a 
definite violation of the new statute in order to gain a clear cut legal 
decision as to its Constitutionality. I am not in a financial condition 
which would even so much as permit me to meet the Tail which might be sat 
until a hearing of the case, but as an American citizen, I would prefer 
months or even years of physical imprisonment to the greater tyranny of the 
abridgement of the first article in the ament*ments in the United. States 
Constitution.*

property protection in case of attack. It opposes, however, peace time 
conscription as an implement of totalitarian doctrine, which has no place 
in America. It also denies the value of military alli ances with collapsing

The Lea_ue favors the establishment of a selective immigra¬ 
tion code, excluding all non-white, non-Christian - western peoples, and 
providing for flexible quotas for other immigrants which may be regulated 
to the social an r ' economic conditions prevailin_ at any stated, tine. Die 
NAL likewise calls for the orderly exclusion of illegal immigrants that 
now reside here, as well as those who are shown to be od divided national 
allegiance.

Die League opposes present Federal taxes, which it con¬ 
siders at a confiscating level, anc. which are rapidly exhausting the 
incentives of free enterprise and private investments. 

The League rejects the temporary resort to mero tax reduction 
as a means of relief. It favors a Constitutional amendment which will limit, 
the power of Federal Government to tax, basing this limit upon fair per¬ 
centages of ind.ividu^^.ncorporatc profits which in no case would, exceed.

FARLANS ' I 1 1,11 111 1 appearance of the 

Na tiona^^^wictior^osPuc^ncrthe Committee for Nationalist Action, both 
organizations having been under the directorship of MacFARLAND, on the 
supplemental list of subversive organizations released to the press on 
April 27, 1949. The following is a summary of that statement: 


"In view of the fact the members of both organizations 
are loyal an;’ patriotic citizens, whose sole purpose in organizing has 
been to oppose foreign entanglements and unconstitutional alterations in 
our fundamental American form of government," the Nationalist action 
League and the Committee for Nationalist action authorized HacFAItLAND to 
seek the removal of both organizations’ names from the list prepared in 
the offices of attorney General CLAItK. In view of the position taken by 
the Department of Justice, HacFAIiLAND indicated, that it was interesting 
to note that prior to releasing his first edition of the publication, 
"National Progress" in 1945, ha a-'dressed statements to the '.ttorney 
General indicating that ho would send copies of the publication for review. 
According to MacFAitLAND, a reply was received from a subordinate of this 
Department, stating that they were not interested in receiving copies. 

MacFARLAND advised in his statement that the Coimittee 
for Nationalist Action operate' 1 for a limited time during the National 
Conventions of 1948. Following the adjournment of these Conventions, 
the Coirmittee was dissolved. The inclusion of the Committee’s name on 
the list issued bv the Department of Justice, is, according to Mac¬ 
FARLAND, curious, in view of the fact that it has been out of existence 
for approximately one year. 

MacFAALAJD stater 1 that the Nationalist Action League was 
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formed on Friday, October 29, 1948 and committed itself to the task of 
opposing by Constitutional means, the influences of Marxism, Communism, 
Socialism, Political Zionism, and World Federationisn. He stated that 
the organization has given unqualified support to the lav/ful republican 
form of government and advised that the League's entire efforts have been 
directed toward opposing doctrines, ideologies and groups which have proved 
themselves hostile to the ideals of undivided loyalty to our nation. The 
appearance of the Nationalist Action League as an allegedly subversive 
organization was a total and unexpected surprise to members of the League, 
since none of the organizational members have ever been questioned by the 
Justice Department officials, nor have they been provided with the opportunity 
to submit a written or oral statement of the aims and objectives of the 
group. 


On the basis of the above, the League requests that its 
name and the name of its predecessor be removed Iron the allegedly sub¬ 
versive list, or that its Director be granted an opportunity to present 
such evidence to the Department cf Justice as to accomplish this result. 

In conclusion, the League invited a complete investigation of its activities, 
by the Office of the Attorney General, the Federal ^urcau cf Investigation 
or the House Comittee on Un-American Activities, J^R>-2-49) 

After the release of the statement by MacFARLAND denying 
the validity of the allegations made in the allegedly subversive list of 
Attorney General CLARK, MacFARLAND was advised on Hay 25th by PEYTON FORD 
in behalf of the Attorney General that the data submitted by MacFARLAND 
as an attachment to his statement was not sufficient to complete the re¬ 
moval of the League or the Committee for Nationalist Action from their 
assigned Fascist classification. MacFARLy'dD said that the reply also ad¬ 
vised that Executive Order 9835 under which the Attorney General acted, 
provided no provisions for public hearing review or investigation, as re¬ 
quested by MacFARLAND. 

MacFARLAND on May 26, 1949 in answer to this communication, 
stated that he requested the Attorney General to issue a Federal warrant for 
his arrest and trial, in order that the organizat^n^rtiich he represented 
might gain an opportunity to defend themselves. 6-14-49) 

In addition to the Attorney General's Office, MacFARLAND 
sought public hearing before the President's Loyalty Review Board and the 
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House Committee on Un-American Activities.

The June 15, 1949 edition of Common Sense under the title 
"NAL Cleared by WOOD Committee,” reflected that on May 25th in a letter 
addressed to his colleague, Representative JOHN BELL V.TLLI/M5, the Honorable 
JOHN S. WOOD, Chairman of the House Committee on Un-American Activities, 
stated that the body which he heads does not hold the Nationalist i.etion 
League or the Committee for Nationalist Action, both publicly libeled by 
the United States Attorney General's Office on April 27th, as bein w either 
subversive or Fascist.
